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MARKET  REVIEW 

Sales  of  sugar  by  all  primary  distributors  during  July  and  August  1969 
totaled  more  than  two  million  short  tons,  raw  value    according  to  final 
reports  for  July    and  preliminary  reports  for  August.  This  was  about  60 
thousand  tons  less  than  during  those  months  of  last  year  but  otherwise 
the  largest  quantity  of  sugar  delivered  during  those  months  since  195Q 
in  the  midst  of  the  Korean  action. 

Reported  sugar  deliveries  by  primary  distributors  for  1969  through 
Sept. 13  totaled  7,403,000  short  tons,  raw  value, compared  with  7,556,000 
tons  through  the  comparable  date  of  last  year. Cane  sugar  refiners  reported 
deliveries  of  5.086,000  were  325,000  less  than  during  the  comparable  period 
of  1968  but  61,000  tons  more     than  during  that  part  of  1967. Beet  processors 
deliveries  of  2,184,000  tons  were  210,000  tons  and  197,000  tons  more,  res- 
pectively, than  during  those  periods  of  1968  and  1967. 

The  217,000  tons  of  beet  sugar  constructively  delivered  last  December 
and  charged  to  1968  quotas  but  physically  delivered  in  January  and  February 
1969  bring  1969  total  physical  deliveries  through  Sept.  13  up  to  7,620,000 
tons  or  about  53,000  tons  more  than  during  the  comparable  period  last  year. 

Stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  all  primary  distributors  as  of 
Aug.  30  totaled  1,691,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to  preliminary 
reports.     This  was  about  434,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  July  but 
about  158,000  tons  more  than  at  the  end  of  August  1968.     Cane  refiners* 
stocks  reported  as  875,000  tons  were  about  142,000  tons  less  than  a  month 
earlier  and  about  10,000  tons  more  than  at  the  end  of  August  last  year. 
Beet  processors*  reported  stocks  of  669,000  tons  were  down  249,000  tons 
from  a  month  earlier  and  up  181,000  tons  from  Aug.  31  of  last  year. 

Deliveries  of  sugar  to  processors  of  food  and  other  products  in  the 
second  quarter  of  1969  were  4.1  percent  above  those  of  the  second  quarter 
1968  while  deliveries  of  sugar  for  consumption  in  homes  and  institutions 
declined  5.5  percent.    All  of  the  five  major  food  processing  groups 
received  more  sugar  during  the  second  quarter  of  1969.  Deliveries  to 
beverage  manufacturers  were  up  the  most — 6,4  percent  followed  by  ice  cream 
and  dairy  products  up  6.3  percent,  bakery,  cereal  and  allied  products  up 
3.0  percent,  canners  up  2.9  percent  and  confectionery  up  0.8  percent. 
The  relatively  minor  category  of  "other  industrial  uses"  also  increased 
3.7  percent.     Of  the  four  non-industrial  type  users  the  two  major 
categories —  wholesalers  and  retail  stores — received  8.2  and  3.5  percent 
less  sugar  respectively,   in  the  second  quarter  1969  than  in  the  second 
quarter  1968.  The  relatively  minor  categories  of  hotels,  restaurants  and 
institutions  and  of  all  other  non-industrial  deliveries  increased  6.9 
and  21.6  percent,  respectively. 
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Deliveries  of  sugar  in  consumer-size  packages  (less  than  50  pounds) 
by  primary  distributors  during  the  second  quarter  of  1969  were  5.3  percent 
less  than  during  the  same  quarter  of  1968.  Decreases  occurred  in  all  of 
the  geographical  regions  ranging,  from  2.6  percent  in  the  South  to  13.8 
percent  in  the  New  England  region.  Both  beet  and  cane  sugar  shared  in 
the  declines  in  each  of  the  regions,  except  in  the  New  EnglaiW  region 
where  there  were  no  reported  deliveries  of  beet  sugar  in  consumer- 
size  packages  in  the  second  quarter  of  either  year. 

Deliveries  of  liquid  sugar,  both  cane  and 'beet,  by  primary  distributors 
during  the  first  half  of  1969  were  up  6.3  percent  as  compared  with  the 
first  half  of  1968;  deliveries  of  liquid  beet  sugar,  which  accounted 
for  about  one-fifth  of  all.  liquid  sugar  deliveries  during  the  period,  in- 
creased ^6  percent  while  deliveries  of  liquid  cane  sugar  increased  four 
percent . 

Deliveries  of  packaged,  bulk  and  liquid  sugar  (both  beet  and  cane)  by 
primary  distributors  during  the  first  half  of  1969  (Table  43  )  decreased 
about  1.5  percent  as  compared  with  the  same  period  last- year.  Total  direct 
deliveries  of  beet  sugar  increased  about  12.5  percent  while  direct  deliveries 
of  cane  sugar  decreased  about  six. percent . -Ail  of  the  several  categories 
of  beet  direct  deliveries  of  packaged ,  bulk  and  liquid  sugar  increased 
during  the  period  except  consumerrsize  packages  while  all  but  the  liquid 
sugar  category  of  cane  sugar  deliveries  declined. 

Regionally,  reported  refined  sugar      deliveries    by    states  for  the  first 
seven  months  of  1969  were  1.4  percent  smaller    than    during  those  months 
of  1968.     In  three  of  the  five  regions  --  the  West,  JNorth  Central  and  mid- 
Atlantic  —  deliveries  were  less  in  two  --  the  New  England  and  South — 
they  were  more.  Individually,  23  states  received  more  sugar  and  27  received 
less  than  in  those  months  of  1968. 

Dextrose  sales  by  primary  distributors  in  the  second  quarter  of  1969 
were  3.1  percent  below  those  of  the  second  quarter  1968.  Sales  to  indus- 
trial users,  which  accounted  for  97  percent  of  all  dextrose  sales  reported, 
decreased  2.7  percent  and  sales  to  non-industrial  users  decreased  12.6  per- 
cent.    Two  of  the  industrial  type  users  received  more  dextrose  during  the 
quarter  as  compared  with  last  year  —  ice  cream  and  dairy  products  up  5,5 
percent  and  multiple  unclassified  food  uses  up  2.6  percent. 

The  price  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York  as  quoted 
by  the  Spot  Committee  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  during 
late  August  reached  7.82  cents  per  pound,   the  same  as  during  May  and  early 
June  of  this  year.     Early  in  June  the  quotation  began  a  decline  which  by 
July  14  had  reached  7.45  cents.  During  August,  the  quotation  averaged"  7 . 75 
cents  per  pound,  up  from  7.50  cents  in  July  and  7.59  cents  during  August 
of  last  year.     From  Aug.  27  through  Sept.  18,  the  quotation  remained 
steady  at  7.82  cents  per  pound,  on  Sept.   19  it  rose  to  7.83  cents  and  on 
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Sept.  22,  to  7.85  cents.  For  the  period  Sept.  1-22,  the  price  has 
averaged  7.82  cents  per  pound  compared  with  7.60  cents  during  the 
comparable  period  last  year. 

Since  the  last  issue  of  Sugar  Reports,  several  announcements  of 
changes  affecting  wholesale  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  have 
been  noted.  Increases  of  .15  cents  per  pound  in  the  quoted  price  for 
refined  sugar  sold  in  the  basis  pack  --  100  pound  paper  bags —  were 
announced  in  the  Gulf  (from  10.75  cents  to  10.90  cents  per  pound)  and 
in. the "Southeast  regions  (from  10.85  cents  to  11.00  cents  per  pound). 

In  the  Gulf  region,  the  increase  was  to  take  effect  at  close  of 
business  Sept.  4  and  provided  that  consideration  would  be  given  to 
orders  placed  by  Sept. 26  for  shipment  during  the  period  Oct.l  through 
Nov.  14,  1969  at  10.65  cents  per  pound .Meanwhile ,  industrial  sugar 
contracts  for  shipment  through  Sept.  30  were  offered  at  10.50  cents 
per  pound.  In  the  Southeast,  the  increase  became  effective  at  close 
of  business  Sept.  9  but  provided  that  consideration  would  be  given  to 
day-to-day  orders  through  Sept.  26  at  the  pre -announcement  prices. 

On  Sept.  8,  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  that  effective  close 
of  business  Sept.  30  the  quoted  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  the 
Northeast  region  would  be  increased  .10  cent  per  pound  from  11.60 
cents  to  11.70  cents  per  pound.  Other  interested  sellers  followed 
with  similar  announcements. 

Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold  at 
wholesale  in  the  basis  pack  by  regions.     Significant  variations  from 
the  quoted  prices  may  be  found  in  certain  areas  reflecting  competitive 
conditions  peculiar  to  these  areas.

The  U.S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound 
paper  bags  was  12.52  cents  per  pound  during  August,  up  from  12.50 
cents  in  July  and  12.22  cents  in  August  of  last  year.  For  the  period 
January -August  1969  the  price  averaged  12.35  cents  per  pound  as  com- 
pared with  12.17  cents  during  the  first  eight  months  of  1968. 
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Prospects  for  sugarbeet  production  in  1969  showed  a  slight  decline 
during  August,  according  to  the  Department's  Crop  Reporting  Board. Based 
on  conditions  as  of  Sept.  1,  production  is  now  forecas"^  at  a  record 
27.7  million  tons  of  sugarbeets,  or  nine  percent  more  than  last  year 
and  44  percent  more  than  in  1967.  Production  of  sugarcane  for  sugar 
and  seed  on  the  mainland  and  in  Hawaii  is  expected  to  total  23.1  million 
tons,  the  same  as  forecast  a  month  earlier  and  seven  percent  below  last 
year's  production. 

In  the  Florida  sugarcane  areas,  moisture  has  been  ample  and  the  crop 
has  progressed  well;  growth  of  the  Louisiana  crop  was  slowed  by  moisture 
shortages  early  in  the  month,  but  recent  rains  have  accelerated  growth. 
Hurricane  "Camille"  did  little  or  no  damage  to  Louisiana  sugarcane.  Har- 
vesting of  sugarcane  in  Hawaii  progressed  on  schedule  during  August  and 
soil  moisture  appears  adequate  in  all  producing  areas. 

Production  of  cane  sugar  in  Hawaii  continues  to  lag  behind  last 
year.  Through  Sept.  13,1969  the  total  was  878,000tons,  -96^  basis, 
compared  with  981^P00  tons  through  Sept. 14  of  last  year.  Production 
figures  this  year  still  reflect  the  effects  of  the  30  day  strike  in 
February  and  March  which  closed  practically  all  of  the  sugar  plantations 
in  the  state,  but  the  harvesting  period  is  expected  to  be  extended  until 
late  in  the  calendar  year. 

The  New  York  spot  quotation  for  World  sugar,  ba*,ged  and  stowed  At 
Greater  Caribbean  ports,  averaged  3.18  cents  per  pound  during  August, 
down  from  3.72  cents  in  July.     On  Aug".  1,  the  price  was  3.55  cents  and 
after  a  series  of  sharp  declines  reached  2.70  cents  per  pound  on  Aug. 26, 
the  lowest  New  York  spot  quotation  for  World  sugar  this  year.  Since 
then,  the  quotation  has  strengthened  reaching  3.05  cents  by  month-end. 
During  September  through  the  22nd,  the  price  ranged  between  2.95  cents 
per  pound  and  3.20  cents  and  averaged  3.05  cents.    This  compares  with^ 
1.41  cents  during  the  comparable  period  last  year.  On  Sept.  22,  the  spot 
price  was  3.20  cents  per  pound  and  November  futures  3.64  cents.  Futures 
contracts  for  1970  ranged  from  3.32  cents  per  pound  for  January  delivery 
up  to  3.53  cents  for  November. 
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BACKGROUND  DATA  ON  1970  SUGAR  REQUIREMENTS 


Following  is  an  outline  of  the  basic  considerations  which  the  Secretary 
uses  in  arriving  at  an  initial  determination  of  sugar  requirements  for 
1970  and  the  pertinent  statistical  series  which  are  customarily 
published  in  the  September  issue  of  Sugar  Reports. 

Section  201  of  the  Sugar  Act  places  upon  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
a  responsibility  which  may  be  outlined  as  follows: 

THE  To  determine  during  the  last  three  months  of  1969 

PROBLEM  the  quantity  of  sugar  needed  in  1970  to  meet  the  re- 

quirements of  consumers  in  the  continental  United 
States . 


THE  To  provide  a  supply  of  sugar  that  will  be  consumed 

OBJECTIVE  at  prices  which  will  not  be  excessive  to  consumers 

and  which  will  fairly  and  equitably  maintain  and  pro- 
tect the  welfare  of  the  domestic  sugar  industry. 


IN  MAKING 
THIS  DETER- 
MINATION THE 
SECRETARY 
MUST: 


Use  as  a  basis: 

the  quantity  of  direct-consumption  sugar  distrib- 
uted during  the  12-month  period  ending  September 
30,  1969. 

Make  allowances  for: 

deficiency  or  surplus  in  inventories; 

changes  in  population; 

changes  in  other  demand  conditions. 
Take  into  consideration: 

the  above  basis  and  allowances; 

the  level  and  trend  of  consumer  purchasing 
power;  and  also  consider 

the  relationship  between  raw  sugar  prices  which 
would  result  from  such  determination  and  the 

parity  index  (prices  paid  by  farmers)  as  com- 
pared with  the  relationship  between  raw  sugar 
prices  and  the  parity  index  during  1957-59.

August  21,  The  U.   S.  Department  of  Agriculture  announced 

1969  the  determination  of  proportionate  shares 

(farm  acreage  allotments)  for  sugarcane  farms 
in  the  Mainland  Cane  Sugar  Area  (Florida 
and  Louisiana)  for  the  1970  crop. Total  shares 
to  be  established  for  farms  in  the  area  will 
be  111.8  percent  of  this  year's  crop  acreage. 
The  effect  of  the  action  is  to  restore  two- 
thirds  of  the  amount  by  which  1968  crop 
acreage  was  reduced  for  the  1969  crop. 


Marketing  within  such  shares  is  one  of  the 
conditions  which  producers  .  must  meet  to 
qualify  for  payments  under  the  Sugar  Act. (See 
September  10,  1969  Federal  Register).
